SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


Gentlemen:—It is with the greatest pleasure that we lay 
before you so favorable a statement of the financial stand- 
ing of our town March 1, 1884, after successfully defending 
a law-suit and completing the repairs on the town house. 
While we have but little information to present which has © 
not come to the personal observation of many of our cit- 
izens, whose attention from personal interest has been di- 
rected to the affairs of the town, yet it is proper that the 
people in general should be furnished with a statement of 
what has been accomplished by those having the immediate 
charge. You will see from the report of last year that 
the habilities of tbe, town March 1, 1888, were $10,473. 
52, leaving. an indebtedness, after deducting the assets, of 
$3,482.84. The present habiities are $4,147.57, and the 
amounts reported as assets in the hands of the treasurer © 
and due from the collectors will clear this debt and leaye a 
balance of $297.57 in the treasury. But for the large road 
bills and the cost of the law suit there would have been a 
much larger balance due in favor of the town. And _ not- 
withstanding these extra expenses incurred, the yearly cost 
of conducting the affairs of the town continues to decrease, 
and we see no reason why it should not be Matte: ci | 
smaller in years to come. 

In regard to the case of Coburn against the town we 
will give you the facts substantially as they appeared to us. 
We fire learned of the accident and of Coburn’s claim by 
his letter dated April 19, 1883, in which he claimed that 
his horse was injured on the Valley road, near Nancy's 
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crossing, on the fourteenth of April, and unless the horse 

recovered its usefulness he should try to collect damages. 

We heard no more until May 19, when he came to the 

town house to see us, and by his request we went to see the 

horse, which he thought was then improving. We agreed 

with him that we would look the matter up, and if we 

found the town liable, would pay him what was right if. 
the horse did not recover. We heard no morc from him un- 

til about three months later, when we received a_ postal 

from his attorney, and on consulting him we first learned 

that Coburn claimed damages to himself to the amount of 
$10,000, which we refused to pay, for the reason that we 

had made inquiries in relation to the case and had become 

convinced that the town was not at fault. Consequently 

we were notified to appear at court in September on_ peti- 

tion of Coburn for the right to file his claim, which was 

eranted him, and his claim was accordingly filed. The 

case was tried at: the last term of court and was given in ~ 
favor of the town. Although our town has been engaged 
in many suits at law this is the first in which it has come 
out victorious, and we believe the decision to be just. Co- 
burn’s counsel moved in court that the verdict be set aside, - 
but the Judge after due consideration refused. to grant it. 
Finally, not satisfied with being fairly and justly beaten, 
they have taken a new course in which we think they can 
but ultimately fail. 

We have completed the repairs on the town house at a 
comparatively small expense, the whole cost from the be- 
ginning amounting to only $316.80. Thus we have not 
only preserved a building that will be useful to the town 
for many years to come, unless, since the town can boast of 
its freedom from debt, the number of inhabitants should 
increase so it may become necessary to furnish larger ac-. 
commodations, but also one that is of great historical in- 
terest, since it is the first Free Will Baptist church ever 
erected. And, fellow-citizens, we are pleased to say that 
the day has passed when New Durham will be borne down 
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by taxation, but we shall now be recognized as a prosper- 
ous community, and we feel to join in the chorus and shout 
since our town is again free, and we hope that neither our- 
selves or anybody else will ever see it involved again, 
We can now offer a word of sympathy to our sister towns 
in their years of affliction, hoping that ere long they may 
be able to boast of the same freedom. .
